Veterans may be special people, bu -t not so 
special th at th ey d on’t h av e to obey th e law lik e 
ev ery bod y else — and th e law against camping 
on th e Capitol Mall was in ex istence long before 
th e Vietnam war and th e Nix on ad ministration. 
Th e gov ernment mad e a mistak e, perh aps, by 
first getting an ord er from th e Su preme Cou rt 
implementing th e law, th en not u sing it and ev en­ 
tu ally ask ing th e cou rt to rescind it. 
Bu t at least officials h ad enou gh sense not to 
force a confrontation with th e v eterans. And for 
th eir part, th e v eterans h ad enou gh d ed ication 
to -th eir mission not to prov ok e one, eith er.

Ladies Take to the Skies

NEW YORK - (NEA) -M ore 
women are fly ing each y ear. In 
1960, th e total nu mber of women 
pilots was 10,000. 
Only nine 
y ears later, th e nu mber h ad 
tripled . Wh y d o women 
fly ? 
Wh at mak es th em trad e in d u st 
mops and steno pad s for cock ­ 
pits? 
For some, av iation is a ca­ 
reer. Th ey train as pilots, fligh t 
instru ctors or control tower op­ 
erators. Oth ers u se fly ing as a 
h obby . 


PENNY KOCH teach es fly ­ 
ing at Bartow Acad emy in Flo­ 
rid a. Sh e h as been fly ing for six 
y ears and teach ing for fiv e. Sh e 
is also married to a fligh t in­ 
stru ctor and is th e moth er of 
th ree ch ild ren. Th e fiv e - foot, 
29 -y ear-old blond e d ecid ed to 
learn h ow to fly after someone 
took h er for a rid e in h is plane. 
Now, sh e say s sh e lov es h er 
work . 
“ Enjo y ing my wo rk helps me 
in my rela tio nship w i t h my 
children,” she sa id. “ And fly ­ 
ing ha s beco me a na tura l thing 
fo r them, to o .” 
She 
squeezes 
ho usewo rk 
cho res into her instructing sche­ 
dule by sta rting her da y a t 6 
a .m. 
Penny is pla nning to fly in 
this y ea r’s Ang el Derby , a n a n­ 
nua l wo men’s interna tio na l a ir 
ra ce tha t sta rts in Co lumbus, 
Ohio , with the finish line in Ma ­ 
na g ua , Nica ra g ua — a bo ut a 
S,000-mile trip. 
“ There’s a ca sh prize fo r the 
winner,” sa id Penny , “ but mo st 
peo ple just enter fo r the fun o f 
it.” 
So me 80 to 1 00 pla net enter 
the co mpetitio n ea ch y ea r. 


MARCELLA ROSEN took u p 
fly ing as a h obby . And it’s a 
good th ing sh e d id , becau se h er 
h u sband is presid ent of Aerocon, 
Inc., a company wh ich recently 
acq u ired Bartow Fly ing Acad ­ 
emy . 
“I’v e alway s been ath letic,” 
said Mrs. Rosen, “and 
I 
al­ 
way s th ou gh t it wou ld be fu n to 
fly , bu t I ju st nev er got arou nd 
to tak ing lessons. I 
u sed 
to 
spend a lot of my spare time 
sk iing. 
“And th en one d ay my h u s­ 
band came h ome and said h e 
was going to tak e fly ing lessons 
(th is was before h e was inv olv ­ 
ed with th e Acad emy ) and I 
th ink h e ex pected me to protest 
th at it was too d angerou s for 
h im. Bu t I d id n’t. All 
I said 
was, ‘I want to tak e lessons, 
too.’ ” 
It took th e Rosens abou t a 
y ear to get th eir licenses, bu t 
th at’s becau se th e weath er in 
Danbu ry , Conn., 
wh ere 
th ey 
trained , wasn’t alway s cond u ­ 
civ e to fly ing. At 
Bartow, 
it 
tak es abou t six week s to learn 
h ow to fly . 
Now th at Mrs. Rosen h as h er 
license, sh e d oesn’t k now h ow 
sh e ev er got along with ou t it. 


“THERE IS A FEELING u p 
th ere th at’s lik e noth ing else,” 
sh e said . “And fly ing giv es y ou 
tremend ou s 
options 
too, 
in 
terms of wh ere y ou go on v a­ 
cations and wh at y ou d o with a 
Su nd ay afternoon. 
“And wh at I really lik e abou t 
it is th at it’s a mental as well 
as a ph y sical ch allenge — more 
mental, actu ally .” 
Mrs. Rosen h as a lot of men­ 
tal ch allenge to begin with . Sh e 
h ead s h er o wn ad v ertising ag- 
ency in New Yo rk a nd ha s two 


ch ild ren—aged fou r and six —to 
k eep h er occu pied . Bu t fly ing, 
literally and figu rativ ely , ad d s 
a new d imension to h er life. 
“Actu ally , owning y ou r own 
plane isn’t as ex pensiv e as peo­ 
ple th ink .” sh e ex plained . “Th e 
ch eapest mod el — th e Cessna 
150 — costs between $6 ,000 and 
$8,000 new and y ou can bu y a 
good u sed plane for consid erab­ 
ly less money , — say , for $2,000 
or $3,000.” 
In oth er word s, most families 
cou ld bu y a plane for th e same 
price th ey ’d pay for a second 
car. (Of cou rse, maintenance 
and storage costs 
w ou l d be 
h igh er.) 
Th rou gh 
tech nology , women 
wh o are h ou sewiv es and moth ­ 
ers tod ay h av e 
more 
leisu re 
time to occu py , and fly ing can 
be a ch allenging way to fill it. 
“One woman I k now,” said 
Mrs. Rosen, 
“ev en su nbath es 
from th e cock pit of h er plane 
wh ile fly ing solo.” 


AND, OF COURSE, fly ing is 
someth ing th e wh ole family can 
enjoy —ev en if y ou can’t afford 
y ou r own plane. Th ere are fly ­ 
ing clu bs, for ex ample, wh ere, 
with th e pay ment of a member­ 
sh ip fee, y ou can arrange to u se 
a plane th e clu b rents for a d ay 
or a week end . 
“Wh en I took my first solo,” 
said Mrs. Rosen, “I was singing 
to my self becau se I w a s so 
scared . Bu t I brou gh t th e plane 
in better th an I’d ex pected to— 
and now fly ing is lik e a big ad ­ 
v entu re for me. My h u sband al­ 
way s tells me, ‘You 
look 
so 
pleased with ev ery th ing wh en 
y ou climb d own ou t of th at co ck­ 
pit.’ ”

v ou rs its own. Let th ere be no 
moaning at th e cu rb wh en u n­ 
ion h ead q u arters are inv ad ed .

th e Warren Cou rt. Th e ru lings 
of trial ju d ges command 
im­ 
mense respect, and centu ries of 
trad ition h av e left a patina of 
d ignity and d eference u pon th e 
wh ole stru ctu re 
of ju rispru ­ 
d ence. 


ONE OTHER ASPECT mer­ 
its a word . At th e v ery bottom 
lev el, eq u iv alent to ou r police 
cou rts and traffic cou rts, 
th e 
British rely u pon lay magis­ 
trates—18,000 of th em — wh o 
h av e h ad no formal training 
wh atev er in th e law. Th ey sit 
ord inarily in panels of th ree. 
Th ey h av e power to impose 
fines u p to $1,000 and jail sen­ 
tences u p to six month s. Th ese 
magistrates h ear 97 per cent of 
all criminal prosecu tions, 
and 
apparently th ey d o a remark ­ 
ably good job. 
Ex perienced observ ers believ e 
th at th e sy stem, tak en 
as

wh ole, 
work s as a d eterrent 
against crime. Ind ictable offen­ 
ses in Great Britain are increas­ 
ing, bu t at less th an h alf th e 
rate of increase witnessed in 
th e U.S. Granted , th e sy stem is 
h ard on th e innocent d efend ant, 
wrongly accu sed ; bu t it work s 
u pon th e gu ilty man with ju s­ 
tice both swift and awesome.

The fiv e-man cou rt rejected a 
defense plea for special lenien­ 
cy . 
Mu eller’s

said he wou ld appeal the sen­ 
tence. which was the minimu m 
for 
espionage.

Mu eller is now a U.S. citizen 
and his wife and fou r children 
in Day ton.

Embassy 
com­ 
mented: 
“ It is 
apparent,

prehension of Mu eller after his 
arriv al 
in 
Poland,

“It wou ld therefore appear 
that instead of rejecting his 
v isa application it was decided 
to permit him to retu rn to Po­ 
land in order to be arrested 
and face charges.

County Sales lax 


Collections Drop 


Gross sales tax collections in 
Columbiana County in March 
were 43.3 per cent lower than 
for March a year ago, accord­ 
ing to a sum m ary prepared by 
State Treasurer 
Gertrude 
W. 
Donahey. 
Columb:ana County reported 
collections of $188,671 for March 
compared with $332.846 for the 
sam e month a year earlier, the 
treasurer said. 
Ten Ohio counties showed de­ 
creases for March 
compared 
with March. 19 70. 
Statewide, the gross 
collec­ 
tions for March showed a $3,- 
176,717 increase (7.9 per cent 
gain) over the previous March. 
Gross sales tax receipts 
for 
the first nine months of fiscal 
19 71 which began July 1 were 
$379 ,820,669 
statewide 
for

increase of $16,409 ,211 (4.5 per 
cent gain) over the first three 
quarters of fiscal 19 70.
